The example set by Canada during 
the p 18 years in handling indus- 
trial disputes by conciliation rather 
than by compulsion, might well be fol- 
lowed by the United States, says 
Mary Van Kleek, director of the de- 
partment of industrial studies of the 
Russell Sage Foundation. 

Reterring to the Canadian Indus- 
trial Disputes Investigation Act, Miss 
Van Kleek said: 

“In its application to railways and 
public utilities the Act has been re- 
markably successful. The chief rea- 
sons for this may be found in the fact 


that these industries are fundament- 
ally sound and that the Industrial Dis- 
putes Act has been widely administer- 
ed as a measure of conciliation, rather 


than as one of compulsory arbitration. 

“The Industrial Disputes Act pro- 
hibits declaration of a strike or lock- 
out in public utilities, railways or 
until a board consisting of 
three members, one designated by the 
employees’ organization and another 
by the employer, and these in turn 
designate a third member, who acts 
chairman, He is appointed by the 
Minister of Labor.”
